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Ecuador grants Assange 
asylum in confrontation 
with Britain 



QUITO (AFP) - Ecuador 
granted political asylum to 
WikiLeaks founder Julian As¬ 
sange yesterday, setting up a 
diplomatic confrontation with 
Britain, which angrily insisted 
it would extradite him to Swe¬ 
den. 

Ecuadoran Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Ricardo Patino argued the 
Australian activist would not 
get a fair trial if he is eventu¬ 
ally sent to the United States to 
be tried for illegally publishing 
a trove of classified docu¬ 
ments. 

"The Ecuador government, 


loyal to its tradition of protec¬ 
ting those who seek refuge 
with us at our diplomatic mis¬ 
sions, has decided to grant 
diplomatic asylum to Mr As¬ 
sange," Patino said, at a news 
conference. 

The decision escalated a 
crisis set in motion when As¬ 
sange, 41, took refuge in the 
Ecuadoran embassy in London 
on June 19 to avoid extradition 
to Sweden, where he is wanted 
for questioning in a sexual as¬ 
sault case.

“Turning the Tide Together” theme of 
2012 International AIDS Conference 
Part I 



More than 23.000 delegates 
from over 195 countries con¬ 
verged in Washington D.C. 
for the International Confer¬ 
ence on AIDS with its theme, 
“Turning the Tide Together.” 
Their goal: the elimination of 
the AIDS epidemic forever. 
Every delegate concentrated 
on the latest dramatic scien¬ 
tific advances which has 
drastically changed the real¬ 
ity of the AIDS epidemic. 
These advances have gener¬ 
ated more incentives to con¬ 
tribute more funds for 
research and prevention. 

The conference also served 
as a platform for global lead¬ 
ership in every sector of the 
society to remain abreast of 
the scientific progress and the 
ongoing battle against HIV/ 
AIDS. The conference was 
held from July 22 to 27 at the 
Walter E. Washington Con¬ 
vention Center. 

Elly Katabira, Interna¬ 
tional Chair of the 2012 
AIDS and president of the In¬ 
ternational Society of AIDS 
remarked in her opening 
speech: “Our return to the 
United States after 22 years 
of absence has come at a crit¬ 
ical time when a new extraor¬ 
dinary hope is on the horizon, 
at a time when we are begin¬ 
ning to see more possibilities 
to an end to the AIDS epi¬ 
demic.” Katabira went on to 
say that, “AIDS 2012 is an 
important opportunity to 
thank the citizens of the 
United States and to focus on 
the millions of lives that have 
been saved because of the 
generous contributions of the 
USA to this global fight 
against AIDS, and for the 
leadership of this country in 
the scientific research of the 
HIV virus.” 

Dr. Diane Havlikr, the US 
Co-Chair of AIDS 2012 and 
Professor of Medicine at the 
University of California, San 
Francisco, indicated: “We 
have no doubt, that our 
progress in the last 30 years 


have been impressive, but to 
stay where we are is not 
enough.” She concluded her 
remarks by saying that lead¬ 
ers around the world must in¬ 
vest in the science of this 
epidemic, because that will 
be the guarantee that would 
save more lives. 

Activists from around the 
world have appealed to all 
participants and allies from 
all parts of the world to sign 
the Washington, D.C. Decla¬ 
ration, which is the official 
declaration of the 2012 AIDS 
conference. The declaration 
makes an appeal for an urgent 
renewal of activism and for 
all communities to render 
massive support for the initi¬ 
ation of the end to the AIDS 


pandemic through a 9 point 
action plan (www.dcdeclara- 
tion.org or www.2endaids. 
org) 

One of the messages 
which resonated during the 
entire conference was that 
someone diagnosed with the 
HIV virus today, if treated 
early is guaranteed to live a 
normal life. But we must all 
work on guaranteeing that 
there would be universal 
treatment for all. We must 
identify and dialogue on the 
social factors which continue 
to propagate the transmission 
of HIV, and recognize that 
every human is not optional 
and must be respected.

We can’t afford to rest and 
believe that we have arrived 
at the end of the line, nor can 
we afford to change our 
focus. If we are to achieve 
our end goal of a generation 
free of AIDS, we must push 
ahead to do more than what 
we are doing now. We must 
prepare our preventive pro¬ 
grams, care and treatment 
must be more effective, and 
more responsible, balanced 
and efficient. We must also 
push the limits of science 
even further than where we 
have come thus far. 

From California to 
Cameroon humanity has 
begun to see the light at the 
end of the tunnel slowly but 
surely. The commitment of 
global leadership at the mo¬ 
ment is very important. The 
global leadership must re¬ 
main attentive to the continu¬ 
ing developments in each 
country with respect to 
HIV/AIDS. Our youth must 
change from being passen¬ 
gers to drivers with respect to 
making their rights of sexual 
reproduction more funda¬ 
mental for everyone. The 
sooner this is done, the 
sooner we will make a differ¬ 
ence in our quest to eradicate 
HIV/AIDS around the world. 

AIDS 2012 included in 
their week of presentations 
more than 3.600 definitive re¬ 


sults of scientific research 
and more than 1500 forums 
attended with different 
themes related to HIV/AIDS. 

AIDS 2012 was organized 
by the International Society 
of AIDS (IAS) and interna¬ 
tional partners such as: the 
Global Group of Persons liv¬ 
ing with HIV (GNP+), the In¬ 
ternational Counsel of Ser¬ 
vice Organizations of AIDS 
(ICASO), the International 
Community of Women living 
with HIV/AIDS (ICW), UN¬ 
AIDS which is the United 
Nations program directed to¬ 
ward AIDS, the Coalition of 
Vulnerable Communities of 
the Caribbean (CVC), and the 


organizations of French ori¬ 
gin also fighting the battle 
against HIV/AIDS (SIDAC¬ 
TION). 

Obviously Aruba was very 
much a part of this confer¬ 
ence. President of the Funda- 
cion E Faro, Ryan Maduro, 
and Dr. Karina Kelly, Aruban 
medical specialist on the area 
of HIV/AIDS participated at 
the conference.

Brother who killed baseball's 
Gregory Halman freed on 
psychiatric advice

ROTTERDAM — The man 
who killed his brother, the US 
baseball star Gregory Halman, 
during a fight over loud music 
last year is to be immediately 
released from prison, judges in 
Rotterdam said yesterday. 

The release has been or¬ 
dered on the advice of psychi¬ 
atrists at the Pieter Baan 
assessment centre, who said 
Jason Halman was having a 
psychotic attack when he 
stabbed his two-year older 
brother to death last Novem¬ 
ber. 

The attack was partly 
brought on by cannabis use, 
news agency ANP quoted the 
centre's researchers as saying. 

Jason has agreed to volun¬ 
tarily come under probation of¬ 
ficer supervision to smooth his 
return to society, the public 
prosecution department said. 
'The chance of him re-offend- 
ing is no greater than with you 
or me,' the spokesman said. 


Jason had been on trial in 
Rotterdam and the court is due 
to deliver its verdict on August 
30. Theoretically it can still 
order Halman to undergo psy¬ 
chiatric help. 

Jason stabbed his brother at 
home in Rotterdam in Novem¬ 
ber last year during an argu¬ 
ment over loud music. 

ANP said the mother of the 
two men had made an impres¬ 
sive appearance in court about 
the loss of her son and the 
strong ties between the two 
boys. In a statement she said: 
'We do not have to forgive you. 
We have nothing to forgive 
you for. We are all the victims. 
You too, as well as Greg.' 

Gregory Halman was one 
of the Netherlands' most suc¬ 
cessful baseball exports, ap¬ 
pearing in 44 Major League 
games for the Seattle Mariners. 
He also helped the Netherlands 
win the European Baseball 
Championship in 2007.

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New Dominican Republic 
president pushes anti¬ 
poverty fight

SANTO DOMINGO (AFP) - 
Economist Danilo Medina was 
sworn in yesterday as the Do¬ 
minican Republic’s new presi¬ 
dent and pushed for a pact 
against poverty as he assumed 
the post. 

The 60-year-old economist, 
who represents the Dominican 
Liberation Party (PLD) of out¬ 
going President Leonel Fer¬ 
nandez, won May 20 elections 
on a promise to raise the Car- 
ribean country's standard of 
living. 

"I launch an appeal to all 
sectors to come together and 
form a pact to lift one and a 
half million Dominicans out of 
poverty over the next four 
years," Medina said at his 
swearing-in ceremony at¬ 
tended by heads of state of six 
countries in the region and 
other dignitaries. 

"I came here not driven by 


a desire for power but by my 
unwavering commitment to 
serve my people." 

The Dominican Republic's 
high cost of living, unemploy¬ 
ment, corruption and a soaring 
crime rate were among the top 
issues in the election. 

The country sidestepped the 
global economic crisis in 2008 
but it remains mired in poverty 
despite solid economic growth 
under Fernandez. 

Inflation passed seven per¬ 
cent in 2011, with unemploy¬ 
ment at 14.6 percent and 30 
percent of the country's people 
living in poverty. 

"The consensus I am calling 
for includes a fiscal pact, a pact 
to improve access to and qual¬ 
ity of education, as well as a 
pact for electricity" he added, 
referencing the country's trou¬ 
bled distribution grid. 

Medina played a key role in 
the rise of the PLD, of which 
he has been a member since 
1973. He won 51.21 percent of 
the votes in the May election, 
compared to 46.95 percent for 
his main rival, opposition can¬ 
didate Hipolito Mejia, who 
was in power from 2000 to 
2004. 

The Caribbean nation of 
roughly 10 million depends 
heavily on tourism, remit¬ 
tances from the more than 
300,000 Dominicans living 
overseas, and cheap oil from 
Venezuela to the tune of 
50,000 barrels a day.

Assange supporters outside 
the Ecuadoran embassy in 
London cheered the news, 
and, in a statement, the Wik¬ 
iLeaks founder thanked 
Ecuador for its "courageous" 
decision. 

"While today is a historic 
victory, our struggles have just 
begun. The unprecedented US 
investigation against Wik¬ 
iLeaks must be stopped," he 
said. 

Britain insisted it would 
carry out its "obligation" to 
extradite Assange regardless 
of Ecuador's decision and 
Sweden summoned the 
Ecuadoran ambassador to ex¬ 
plain Patino's charge that As¬ 
sange would not get a fair 
trial. 

In Washington, the State 
Department denied it had put 
pressure on Britain to seize 
Assange. 

"It is an issue among the 
countries involved and we are 
not planning to interject our¬ 
selves," State Department 
spokeswoman Victoria Nu- 
land said. 

British police beefed up 
their presence outside the em¬ 
bassy, which is next door to 
the famed Harrods department 
store, with around 30 officers 
and nine vans stationed 
around the building. 

"Nobody is going to scare 
us," Ecuador's President 
Rafael Correa said on his 


Twitter account, minutes be¬ 
fore the decision was an¬ 
nounced. 

Patino said his government 
reached its decision after 
Britain, Sweden and the 
United States refused to pro¬ 
vide guarantees that Assange 
would not be extradited to the 
United States. 

In 2010, WikiLeaks ob¬ 
tained and published online an 
enormous cache of US mili¬ 
tary documents on the war in 
Iraq and Afghanistan and 
diplomatic cables that deeply 
embarrassed the United States. 

A US army private, 
Bradley Manning, faces trial 
in the US military courts later 
this year for allegedly passing 
the classified material to Wik¬ 
iLeaks. 

"If he were extradited to 
the United States, Mr Assange 
would not receive a fair trial 
and could be judged by special 
tribunals or military courts," 
Patino said. 

"It is not implausible that 
he would be subjected to cruel 
and degrading treatment and 
be condemned to life in prison 
or capital punishment." 

Patino said Assange's im¬ 
prisonment in Sweden "would 
open up a chain of events that 
would impede his avoiding 
extradition to a third country." 

"As a result, Ecuador feels 
his arguments mean his fears 
are genuine, that he could be 


the victim of political persecu¬ 
tion because of his decisive 
defense of the freedom of ex¬ 
pression and the freedom of 
the press," he said. 

Patino said that if Britain 
did not grant Assange safe 
conduct out of the country, he 
would remain "under the pro¬ 
tection of our embassy." 

The British Foreign Office 
expressed disappointment and 
said the Ecuadoran decision 
changed nothing. 

"Under our law, with Mr 
Assange having exhausted all 
options of appeal, the British 
authorities are under a binding 
obligation to extradite him to 
Sweden. We shall carry out 
that obligation," a Foreign Of¬ 
fice spokeswoman said. 

The spokeswoman added: 
"We remain committed to a 
negotiated solution that allows 
us to carry out our obligations 
under the Extradition Act." 

Swedish Foreign Minister 
Carl Bildt took to his Twitter 
account to respond. 

"Our firm legal and consti¬ 
tutional system guarantees the 
rights of each and everyone. 
We firmly reject any accusa¬ 
tions to the contrary," he said. 

At the Ecuadoran embassy, 
British police earlier arrested 
three protesters and put up 
barricades to keep back a 
crowd of about 30 Assange 
supporters chanting "Hands 
off Ecuador!"

White House backs 
Biden for VP 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House yesterday ruled 
out dropping Vice President 
Joe Biden, and told Republican 
nominee John McCain that 
with his track record he was in 
no position to give advice on 
running mates. 

Several prominent Republi¬ 
cans suggested the gaffe-prone 
Biden should be replaced on 
President Barack Obama's 
Democratic ticket after he en¬ 
raged Republican candidate 
Mitt Romney with an attack 
this week. 

McCain, the Republican 
candidate in 2008 who chose 
the much criticized Sarah Palin 
as his running mate, said on 
Fox News on Wednesday that 
it might be "wise" to swap 
Biden for Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton. 

The comment prompted a 
sardonic response from White 
House spokesman Jay Carney. 

"While I appreciate, I have 


great admiration for and re¬ 
spect for and a long relation¬ 
ship with Senator John 
McCain ... one place I would 
not go for advice on vice pres¬ 
idential running mates is to 
Senator McCain."

Two Louisiana deputies 


killed in ambush shootings

Two deputies in Louisiana 
were killed and two more were 
injured in a pair of ambush 
shootings early yesterday 
morning. The first shooting oc¬ 
curred around 5 a.m. in the 
parking lot of a Valero refinery 
in St. John the Baptist Parish, 
35 miles west of New Orleans 
near the Mississippi River. 

A deputy was working an 
off-duty traffic detail at the re¬ 
finery when someone opened 
fire on his police vehicle, injur¬ 
ing him. 

Moments later, police re¬ 
ceived a call from someone de¬ 
scribing a speeding vehicle 
fleeing the scene of the shoot¬ 


ing. Deputies tracked the vehi¬ 
cle to the Riverview Trailer 
Court, a trailer park, and began 
questioning residents. 

Police handcuffed one sus¬ 
pect outside a trailer and 
knocked on its door. A man 
with a dog answered, and po¬ 
lice noticed another man inside 
fully clothed under a blanket. 

After the two men came 
outside with deputies for ques¬ 
tioning, a third man jumped 
out of a trailer and began firing 
with an assault weapon. 

Authorities have five sus¬ 
pects in custody. They do not 
believe any more are still at 
large. 
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UN Council orders end to Syria Thousands flee in India after 
observer mission Muslim attack rumours 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The UN Security Council yes¬ 
terday ordered the end of the 
UN observer mission in Syria, 
but backed calls for a political 
office to remain in Damascus. 

"The conditions to continue 
UNSMIS were not fulfilled," 
France’s UN ambassador Ger¬ 
ard Araud said after a council 
meeting on the Syria conflict. 

"The mission will come to 
an end at midnight on Sunday," 
Edmond Mulet, of the UN 
peacekeeping department told 
reporters. 

Earlier this year, the UN Se¬ 
curity Council authorized 
sending up to 300 unarmed 
military observers to Syria to 
monitor a ceasefire that UN- 
Arab League envoy Kofi 
Annan negotiated with Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad. 

But hostilities have only 
worsened and the UN Supervi¬ 
sion Mission in Syria sus¬ 
pended its patrols on June 15. 

As of yesterday the number 
had been cut to 101 observers 
and 72 civilian staff. Mulet 
said the last observer would 
leave Damascus on Friday 
next week. 

The Security Council did 


back a plan by UN Secretary 
General Ban Ki-moon to start 
a political liaison office in 
Damascus to monitor events. 

Mulet told reporters it 
would probably be between 20 
and 30 people with political, 
humanitarian and military ex¬ 
perts taking part. 

He added that Syria's Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad had ap¬ 
proved setting up the political 
office. 

Meanwhile, yesterday in 
Damascus, Syrian Foreign 
Minster Walid Muallem ac¬ 
cused fellow Muslim nations 
of being behind the bloodshed 
in his country after the Organ¬ 
isation of Islamic Cooperation 
suspended Damascus. 

He also accused Arab states 
of failing to give even one dol¬ 
lar to help the humanitarian sit¬ 
uation in Syria after 17 months 
of conflict that has claimed 
thousands of lives and sent 
many thousands more fleeing. 

He also protested to visiting 
UN humanitarian chief Valerie 
Amos that Syria had not re¬ 
ceived any aid money from 
Arab states. 

The OIC announced after 
an emergency summit in 


Mecca yesterday that it had 
suspended Syria's membership 
of the 57-nation body, express¬ 
ing "deep concern at the mas¬ 
sacres and inhuman acts 
suffered by the Syrian people." 

The Arab League had sus¬ 
pended Syria in November. 

Muallem accused the 
United States of being the mas¬ 
termind of a "conspiracy" 
against Syria, using Turkey, 
Qatar and Saudi Arabia as its 
"tools." 

State-run Syrian newspaper 
Tishrin accused the OIC of 
being a "cunning devil," say¬ 
ing the move was unsurprising, 
given its "sectarian doctrine, 
which is at odds with the 
essence of true Islam." 

The Syrian ruling elite be¬ 
longs to the minority Shiite 
Alawite sect, and most mem¬ 
bers of the OIC, particularly 
heavyweights such as Saudi 
Arabia, are predominantly 
Sunni Muslim. 

Tishrin accused the OIC of 
furthering the "Western colo¬ 
nialist project... in the region 
which aims to bring down the 
Syrian state and sow sectarian 
strife". 


BANGALORE (AFP) - Thou¬ 
sands of Indians from the 
country's northeast fled south¬ 
ern cities yesterday after ru¬ 
mours they would be attacked 
by Muslims in reprisal for re¬ 
cent ethnic violence, officials 
said. 

Railway officials said they 
had put on extra trains from 
Bangalore to the northeastern 
state of Assam to accommo¬ 
date a spike in demand after 
6,000 tickets were sold since 
Wednesday evening. 

People arriving in Assam's 
main city of Guwahati also 
told local television they had 
taken last-minute decisions to 
flee Hyderabad and the south¬ 
ern state of Kerala. 

Three weeks of clashes in 
Assam between members of 
the local Bodo tribal commu¬ 
nity and Muslims have 
claimed 80 lives and displaced 
more than 400,000 people. 

In New Delhi, Prime Min¬ 
ister Manmohan Singh ap¬ 
pealed for calm. 

"We have to maintain peace 
at any cost," the prime minister 
said and added that Indians 
must discount rumours. 

Earlier yesterday violence 


flared again, with security 
forces called out in the Nalbari 
and Kamrup districts after 
mobs torched a bus, a car and 
a wooden road bridge. 

In a separate incident 11 
people were injured when acid 
was thrown at a group in the 
western Assam town of Gos- 
saigaon in the troubled Kokra- 
jhar district. 

Police in the south said 
there were rumours that north¬ 
eastern people, who look more 
East Asian or Tibetan than 
most Indians, would be at¬ 
tacked after the end of the 
Muslim holy month of Ra¬ 
madan, around August 20. 

There have been reports of 
isolated assaults in the south¬ 
ern cities of Pune and Mysore 
targeting people of northeast¬ 
ern appearance, while a rally 
by Muslims in Mumbai on Sat¬ 
urday protesting against the 
Assam unrest turned violent. 

The unrest between Mus¬ 
lims and Bodos in Assam, 
which has repeatedly flared up 
in previous decades, is blamed 
by the Bodos and some politi¬ 
cians on an influx of illegal im¬ 
migrants from nearby Muslim- 
majority Bangladesh.

Australia says no plan for total 
smoking ban 



SYDNEY (AFP) - Australia 
said yesterday it has no plans 
to ban smoking after a key 
court ruling allowing ciga¬ 
rettes to be sold in plain pack¬ 
ets, describing the health battle 
against tobacco as "one step at 
a time." 

Tobacco products will have 
to be sold in drab, uniform 
packaging with graphic health 
warnings in Australia from 
December 1 after global ciga¬ 
rette firms lost a constitutional 
challenge against the world- 
first plan. 

The World Health Organi¬ 
zation welcomed the High 
Court of Australia ruling in 
favour of the plain packets law 
and expressed hope for a 
"domino effect" for countries 
mulling similar moves, includ¬ 
ing Britain, Canada and New 
Zealand. 

Smoking is banned in 
restaurants, bars and most 
other indoor spaces across 
Australia, with New South 
Wales state this week passing 
tough laws extending it to 
playgrounds, sports grounds, 
swimming pools and train and 
bus stations. 


There were calls for Can¬ 
berra to implement a full ban 
on cigarettes following its 
High Court victory, but Attor¬ 
ney-General Nicola Roxon 
said the issue had to be tackled 
gradually. 

Roxon said she had children

Germany relaunches privacy probe 
against Facebook

(AFP) - Facebook came under 
fresh pressure in Germany 
Thursday after authorities re¬ 
opened a probe into the web¬ 
site’s facial recognition 
software which they say vio¬ 
lates the privacy of its users. 

The head of the data protec¬ 
tion office in the northern city 
of Hamburg, Johannes Caspar, 
said he would resume an in¬ 
vestigation launched against 
Facebook more than a year 
ago but suspended in June. 

Caspar agreed at the time to 
let negotiations between Face- 
book and Irish authorities 
about the software run their 
course, in the hope that the 
US-based company would ac¬ 
cept stricter terms for the use 
of such data in Europe. 

Facebook's European oper¬ 
ations are based in Ireland. 

He accuses the online so¬ 


cial network of contravening 
European privacy laws with 
its system for registering the 
faces of users in photographs 
posted on the site. 

Facebook, which began 
using the software last year, 
had pledged to stop using it on 
new users but declined to 
make other concessions, Cas¬ 
par said. 

’’Thus the existing data¬ 
base of biometric data, estab¬ 
lished without the consent of 
those affected, remains ille¬ 
gal,” he said, citing an EU re¬ 
view in March. 

Caspar said he still aimed 
to reach a negotiated settle¬ 
ment with the company, with 
the ’’minimum requirement” 
being that users either give 
their consent to their images 
being kept in Facebook’s data¬ 
base or they must be de¬ 


stroyed. 

In December, Ireland's 
Data Protection Commissioner 
(DPC) said after an initial 
audit that Facebook had to bet¬ 
ter explain to users what hap¬ 
pens to their personal data and 
give them more control. 

But following complaints 
that little had been done, a 
Facebook spokesman said in 
April that the DPC "did not at 
any time say that Facebook 
should amend its privacy pol¬ 
icy based on European data 
protection rules.” 

Germany has some of Eu¬ 
rope's strictest privacy laws 
due to the abuses under its 
Nazi and communist dictator¬ 
ships. 

In 2010, it took fellow In¬ 
ternet giant Google to task for 
its Street View service featur¬ 
ing interactive maps with links 
to recent photos of homes and 
businesses. 

As a special concession to 
these concerns, Google al¬ 
lowed Germans to "opt out” of 
the service, promising to pixe- 
late their houses or shops. 


PARIS (AFP) - Tempera¬ 
tures in some parts of 
France will reach 40 de¬ 
grees Celsius (104 degrees 
Fahrenheit) this weekend, 
forecasters predicted 
Thursday, triggering an 
alert system set up after 
15,000 people died in a 
heatwave in 2003. Health 
Minister Marisol Touraine 
said a level 2 alert on the 1- 
3 heatwave warning system 
would be issued to ensure 
the public was aware of the 
need to ensure the well¬ 
being of the elderly, babies and other people particularly vulnerable to unusually high 
temperatures. "We have to be careful not to cause panic but at the same time make 
sure everyone is taking sensible precautions," the minister said. State forecasting body 
Meteo France expects temperatures to reach 40 degrees in south-western and central 
France with figures in the high 30s in much of the rest of the country. France introduced 
its heatwave warning system in 2004, a year after 15,000 mostly elderly people died in 
an unexpected and sustained spell of unusually hot weather. 



Meet squid-bot, a robot 
that camouflages itself 



PARIS (AFP) - Scientists in 
the United States on Thursday 
said they had devised a rub¬ 
bery robot, inspired by the 
squid and octopus, which can 
crawl, camouflage itself and 
hide from infrared cameras. 

The Pentagon-backed 
gadget is the latest type of a 
so-called soft machine, mean¬ 
ing silicone-based robots that 
are made from squidgy, 
translucent polymers. 

The prototype incorporates 
a thin sheet of special silicone 
with microscopic channels 
through which coloured fluids 
are pumped so that the robot's 
"skin” mimicks the colours 
and patterns of the surround¬ 
ing environment. 

By pumping heated or 
cooled liquids into the mi¬ 
crochannels, the researchers 


can also mask the robot ther¬ 
mally so that its infrared sig¬ 
nature does not stand out 
against a cold or hot back¬ 
ground. 

The prototype is a four¬ 
legged entity, 13 centimetres 
(5.2 inches) long. 

Its limbs are splayed out in 
the form of an X and, using 
compressed air, flex like a 
child's toy, enabling the little 
machine to crawl forward with 
a lurching left-right move¬ 
ment. 

Its financial backers were 
the US Department of Energy 
and the Pentagon's Defense 
Advanced Research Projects 
Agency (DARPA), which sup¬ 
ports research into innovative 
technology with military po¬ 
tential.

Air France pilots approve restructuring 


PARIS (AFP) - Air France’s 
main pilots union validated a 
draft agreement yesterday re¬ 
organising working rules and 
pay, a key move that will help 
management implement a 
broader restructuring of the 
troubled airline. 

The negotiations came after 
Air France in June said it 
needed to slash over 5,000 jobs 
— around 10 percent of its 
workforce -- through voluntary 
departures by 2014, as part of 
a much larger plan to make the 
struggling airline profitable. 

The pilots, most of whom 
are represented by the power¬ 
ful SNPL union, were the last 
to discuss the new working 
agreements, which have al¬ 
ready been ratified by ground 
staff though rejected by cabin 
crew. 

More than two-thirds of pi¬ 
lots voting yesterday approved 
the new agreements, with a 
turnout of 83 percent. 

SNPL Air France president 


Jean-Louis Barber welcomed 
the high turnout. 

"The pilots accept working 
harder for the same, or slightly 
higher, salaries," he said. "But 
they got management's com¬ 
mitment there would be no 
layoffs." 

He added he hoped other 
Air France workers would 
reach deals. 

"The pilots should not be 
the only ones to make an ef¬ 
fort, management should take 
responsibility, other staff too," 
Barber said. 

Throughout negotiations, 
Air France said it would not 
impose redundancies if the 
unions signed on to its restruc¬ 
turing plan. 

The airline has said it aims 
to voluntarily shed 1,681 cabin 
positions, 550 pilot jobs and 
3,029 ground jobs. 

To reduce the oversupply of 
pilots, some of them would go 
on a voluntary basis to work on 
a three-year contract for low- 


Anglo American says it has 
completed De Beers 
takeover 


LONDON (AFP) - The global 
mining group Anglo American 
said yesterday that it has fi¬ 
nalised its purchase of a 40 
percent stake in De Beers that 
seals a takeover of one of the 
world's leading diamond com¬ 
panies. 

"Anglo American an¬ 
nounces the completion of its 
acquisition of a 40 percent 
shareholding in De Beers from 
CHL," a company that repre¬ 
sents the interests of South 
Africa's Oppenheimer family, 
a brief statement said. 

The deal raised Anglo 


American's holding in De 
Beers to 85 percent at a cost of 
$5.2 billion, slightly more than 
initially estimated owing to "a 
number of adjustments as pro¬ 
vided for under the agree¬ 
ment," the statement added. 

Anglo American was able 
to take over De Beers after dia¬ 
mond-rich Botswana, which 
owns a 15 percent stake in De 
Beers, agreed to forego its 
right to buy another 25 per¬ 
cent. 

De Beers is a global leader 
in the exploration, mining and 
marketing of diamonds.

Facebook shares plunging as

Facebook Inc. shares fell to a 
new low as some early investors 
were allowed to unload their 
stakes, adding further pressure 
on the beaten-down stock. 

Rules expired yesterday 
that had restricted some early 
investors from selling down 
their stakes after Facebook's 
initial public offering. More 
than 271 million Facebook 
shares became eligible for sale 
yesterday, though holders 
could also choose to keep 
some, or all, of that stock.

On its first day of 
trading in May, Facebook 
shares closed at $38.23. 

Facebook fell 6.1% to

Brains, not brawn, for knockout 
karate punch: science 



PARIS (AFP) - Brain power, 
not brute strength, may explain 
how karate experts can break 
bricks with a bare-handed 
strike, according to scientists 
who say years of martial arts 
training alter the organ’s 
wiring. 

Researchers in Britain com¬ 
pared the short-range punches 
of a dozen karate masters to 
those of 12 physically fit 
novices and found the black 
belts’ secret lay not in muscle 
power but an ability to coordi¬ 


nate the peak velocity of their 
shoulder and wrist. 

This allowed higher accel¬ 
eration and a bigger impact 
force, the scientists say in the 
latest issue of the journal Cere¬ 
bral Cortex. 

The scientists then scanned 
the two groups’ brains, and 
found that those who threw the 
bigger punch had changes in 
the structure of their white 
matter, which transmits signals 
between the brain's processing 
regions. 


The longer they had been 
training, the more changes. 

"The karate black belts 
were able to repeatedly coor¬ 
dinate their punching action 
with a level of coordination 
that novices can't produce," 
study co-author Ed Roberts of 
Imperial College London's 
medicine department said in a 
statement. 

"We think that ability might 
be related to fine tuning of 
neural connections in the cere¬ 
bellum (the part of the brain 
that governs motor control), 
allowing them to synchronise 
their arm and trunk move¬ 
ments very accurately." 

Scientists believe that 
through the process of learning 
a skill, patterns of brain activ¬ 
ity adapt as performance im¬ 
proves. 

Now they believe they have 
also found proof of changes to 
the actual brain structure. 

"This has implications for 
our understanding of the role 
of white matter connectivity in 
motor coordination," said the 
paper. 


Tennis: Nadal should be fit for 
Davis Cup semi-final - coach 



MADRID (AFP) - Rafael 
Nadal, who pulled out of the 
US Open due to injury, should 
be ready for the Davis Cup 
semi-final between Spain and 
the United States next month, 
the tennis ace's coach and 
uncle said Thursday. 

The Spaniard withdrew on 
Wednesday from the US 
Open, the final Grand Slam of 


the season, which starts in 
New York on August 27, be¬ 
cause of his continuing battle 
with knee tendinitis. 

"It was the right decision. 
This pause will further prolong 
his career and, possibly, he 
will have no more problems in 
the future," Toni Nadal told 
Spanish radio, adding the goal 


is to work for a "full recov¬ 
ery". 

Nadal, the world number 
three, won a record seventh 
French Open title in June but 
he crashed out in the second 
round at Wimbledon in a 
shock upset against Czech 
Lukas Rosol. 

Shortly after the 26-year- 
old pulled out of the London 
Olympics because of the long¬ 
standing problem with his 
knees and subsequently with¬ 
drew from ATP Tour events in 
Toronto and Cincinnati. 

But Toni Nadal said he was 
confident that his nephew 
would be ready to take part in 
the September 14-16 Davis 
Cup semi-final between Spain 
and the United States in the 
northern Spanish city of Gijon. 

"There is a month to go and 
we hope that he will be fine, if 
not technically, at least physi¬ 
cally," he said. 

"After Wimbledon we de¬ 
cided to rest a few days and 
then work on strengthening his 
quadriceps but it was difficult. 

"We eventually managed to 
boost a bit of his strength but 
at the end of the training ses¬ 
sions he continued to feel dis¬ 
comfort and his recovery was 
not enough to face such a hard 
competition as the US Open.

Motorcycling: MotoGP returns 
to historic Indy track 



INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
The MotoGP circuit returns to 
action this week as the second 
of two races on US soil this 
season takes place at the iconic 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway. 

”It is always a pleasure to 
visit Indianapolis as the motor- 
sport culture here is very 
strong and the whole city gets 
behind the Grand Prix with 
many events taking place over 
the weekend," said Hiroshi Ya- 
mada, manager of Bridge- 
stone'sMotorsport 
Department. 
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"The venue itself is quite 
unique with elements of three 
different eras incorporated into 
the circuit and it is a challenge 
for both riders and tyres. 

There have been four differ¬ 
ent winners and seven differ¬ 
ent riders reaching the podium 
since the race was added to the 
calendar four years ago. 

Jorge Lorenzo won the race 
in 2009 and did it in style, 
sporting his customized 'Cap¬ 
tain America' helmet. He fin¬ 
ished fourth in 2011, the only 
year he has not placed on the 
podium in the premier class. 

American Ben Spies has 
had some strong performances 
in front of his home crowd, 
taking the pole position in 
2010 and converting it into his 


first ever MotoGP podium 
with a second place finish. 

Last year, Spies overtook 
teammate Lorenzo to claim 
third place. 

With 257,000 permanent 
seats, the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway is the largest spec¬ 
tator sporting facility in the 
world. 

Originally constructed in 
1909 with a 2.5-mile oval, the 
16-turn motorcycle road cir¬ 
cuit includes part of the his¬ 
toric oval and was 
purpose-built for MotoGP. 

The circuit was resurfaced 
last year, considerably improv¬ 
ing grip levels for the riders. 
Organizers also removed some 
undulations on the tarmac that 
caused the bikes to behave er¬ 
ratically in corners.

Murray, the defending 
champion at this key US Open 
warm-up event, won just one 
match in Toronto last week be¬ 
fore withdrawing with a knee 
injury but he looked impres¬ 
sive in his Cincinnati opener 
against Sam Querrey on 
Wednesday. 

However, he was distinctly 
under-cooked against Chardy 
and his 16th unforced error of 
the second set sent the French¬ 
man into the last eight. 

"This was like my second 
or third match on the hard 
courts. I played well yester¬ 
day; didn't play so well today," 
said world number four Mur¬ 
ray, who will o head for New 
York where the US Open starts 
on August 27. 

Four-time champion and 
top seed Roger Federer turned 
in another flawless perform¬ 
ance to ease past Australian 
teenager Bernard Tomic, 6-2, 
6-4, unleashing 27 winners. 


The 2009 US Open winner 
Juan Martin del Potro, who 
missed 2010 due to right wrist 
surgery, had troubles with his 
left wrist, requiring taping on 
his arm in his 7-6 (7/2), 2-6, 6- 
1 defeat of Serb Viktor 
Troicki. 

American 10th seed Mardy 
Fish continued to perform well 
on his home cement courts, 
beating Czech Radek 
Stepanek 6-3, 6-3 with seven 
aces and 23 winners in 90 min¬ 
utes and will next play Fed¬ 
erer, whom he he has lost to in 
seven of eight meetings. 

Meanwhile, the recent ex¬ 
ertions of winning Wimbledon 
and a pair of Olympic gold 
medals appeared to be catch¬ 
ing up with Serena Williams as 
the fatigued second seed stum¬ 
bled through into the WTA 
quarter-finals. 

Williams, 30, scratched her 
way to a 6-4, 6-3 defeat of 
Urszula Radwanska. 

The Polish challenger, 
younger sister of top seed Ag¬ 
nieszka Radwanska, led twice 
in the opening set but was un¬ 
able to overpower the Ameri¬ 
can. 

Top seed Agnieszka Rad¬ 
wanska beat American Sloane 
Stephens 6-1, 4-6, 6-4 . 




BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - The Italian-born son of Diego 
Maradona is set to follow in the footsteps of his father by 
playing club football in Argentina. Diego Armando Sinagra 
Maradona, also known as Diego Junior, will sign for fourth- 
tier club El Porvenir, from the town of Gerli near the capital 
Buenos Aires, according to coach Luis Ventura. Playing 
down comparisons with his legendary father, Diego Junior 
told the Argentine sports daily Ole: "I love Argentine football 
and to play there is something I've wished to do. "If I were 
like my father I would be playing for the best teams in the 
world. I feel like I am a good player and I hope I can demon¬ 
strate that in Argentina." Ole reported that the 25-year-old, 
who had been playing with Italian lower league side Quarto, 
will arrive in Argentina next Wednesday, with his wages 
being paid for by a third party. "The club is not paying a 
cent, but this could generate interest and income," added 
Ventura. Diego Junior, who was born while his father was 
playing for Napoli, came close to joining Scottish lower- 
league club Clyde when aged 16 in 2003.

Giants Meiky Cabrera Suspended 



Meiky Cabrera’s dream season 
ended Wednesday when Major 
League Baseball suspended 
the San Francisco Giants out¬ 
fielder 50 games after he tested 
positive for testosterone. 

Cabrera is currently second 
in the league with a .346 aver¬ 
age and is one plate appear¬ 
ance short of the 502 needed to 
qualify for the league batting 
title. But according to MLB 
rules, he would have hitless at- 
bats added to his total until he 


reaches the minimum. In Cabr¬ 
era’s case, that single at-bat 
would have no impact on his 
average — in fact, it could 
give him the edge over Pitts¬ 
burgh Pirates outfielder An¬ 
drew McCutchen, who could 
be hard-pressed to maintain his 
league-leading .359 mark the 
rest of the way. 

In addition to McCutcheon, 
Cabrera’s teammate Buster 
Posey (.330) and Reds slugger 
Joey Votto (.342) are also in 


the hunt for this year’s batting 
title. But including this season, 
Posey is a career .308 hitter 
while Votto has not played 
since July 15th due to injury 
and could finish well below 
502 plate appearances. 

The Giants, tied with the 
Los Angeles Dodgers in the 
NL West, have 45 games left. 
Cabrera’s suspension would 
carry over into the playoffs or, 
if the Giants are eliminated, 
into next season. 

Meanwhile Carera issued 
an apology saying “My posi¬ 
tive test was the result of my 
use of a substance I should not 
have used,” Cabrera said in a 
statement (via the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle’s Hank Schul- 
man). “I accept my suspension 
under the Joint Drug Program 
and will try to move on with 
my life. I am deeply sorry for 
my mistake and I apologize to 
my teammates, to the San 
Francisco Giants organization 
and to the fans for letting them 
down.”
